PATRIOTIC 
FIRE KINDLED. 


The General Sentiment is Peace 


With Honor, if Possible, But 
the National Honor Must Be 
Defended at Aoy Cost— Spain 


to Be Taught That the Uni- 
ted States Are United. 


WASHINGTON, Match 8.— In a apirit of 


•patriotism, with eloquent words ringing 
in their ears, every member of the honse 
of representatives today responded to 
the President's first call to meet too 
Spanish situation by casting hia vote for 
a bill placing in President McKinley's 
hands $50,000,000 to be expended at bia 
discretion for the., national defense. 
Party lines were swept a way and with a 
tmanimoua voice congress voted its con- 
fidence in the administration. 


Many members wbo were paired with 


absent colleagues took the responsibility 
of breaking their pairs, an unprecedent- 
ed thing in executive annals, in order 
that they might go on record in support 
of this appropriation to maintain the 
dignity and honor of their country. 
Speaker Reed, who, as presiding officer, 
seldom votes, only in casa of a tie, had 
hia nuiue called and voted in his ca- 
pacity sa & representative. The scene 
of enthusiasm which greeted the an- 
nouncement of the vote— ayes 311, nayft 
0— has seldom been paralleled in the 
honse. 


AH day long the galleries were jam- 


med with enthusiastic spectatore, ap- 
plauding to the echo the patriotism of 
the words of eloquence which were 
uttered by the members on the floor. 
All the speeches were brief. Although 
four hours were allowtJ for debate, BO 
great was the pressure for time that not 
one member was given more than five 
minutes and moat of them had to con- 
tent themselves with a beggarly fraction 
of a minnte. In all fifty-nine speeches 
were made. With one acclaim, mem- 
bera from the North and South, the 
East and Wear, the states and the terri- 
toriee, battle scarred veterans of the 
Union and the Confederate armies, all 
joined In proclaiming their aupportof 
the country's chief magistrate in the 
face of a poisible foreign war. 


Mr. Dockery, Democrat of Missouri, 


opened the debata by saying that the 
honr for action had pr^Ivc 1 and that the 
American people mi: j", face an Important 
emergency— an emergency in which no 
American citizen could faltet or hesitate 
ai to his duty. At such a time, he eaid, 
party linea should fade away and tho 
country should act as one man. 


Mr. Livingston, Democrat of Georgia, 


supported the measure iu a vigorous 
speech. 


Air. Allen, Democrat of Mississippi, 


wea nest recognized, among general ex- 
pectancy. He did not make a humor- 
ona speech, but a patriotic one. "I de- 
sire," he said, "to Bay for the people 1 
represent and for the Southern section 
of the country, for the entire countrv, 
that there was never a time when a'll 
wore BO ready to give an administration 
flllj the monny it may need to preserve 
the honor, the dinnity and the penoral 
welfare of the country, to fay nothin" oi 
fair play end justice." 


The people of the South, he contin- 


ued, aak for nothing more. They are 
not jiniroea nor extremists, but the? are 
facing 
thn 
emergency calmly " and 


quietly, only asking that the country's 
institutions and traditions may he pre- 
lected and rfippocied. They do not wane 
to hurt ftnylvidy and Hro not urging any 
rash action, bul they are ready to honor 
any draft, whether for men or money, to 
keep the flag afloat.

"Mr. Speaker, no more inspiring pic- 


ture can be witnessed anywhere on 
earth than the demonstrations which we 
have aeen during tbe last thirty, sixty 
and ninety days of the power of a great 
people, a ftee government, not only to 
stand for the Bag of their country, the 
unity of the government, the Bupremacy 
of the constitution, bat for their dignity 
and calm exhibited in the face of the 
world. The American people have had 
A great deal to atir the blood of enthusi- 
asm, a great deal to carry them off the 
feet o! their calm judgment. Bnt the 
picture that the world has scan ia the 
picture of a nation calmly atudying 
ev«ry question as it arose, and, aa step 
by step, dancer seemed to come, threat- 
ening with its dark frowning face, all 
distinctions tied away.

A man who marched 
and fought at Antietara and in the -val- 
ley of Virginia, who followed the for- 
tunes of Sheridan in the t.'oat charge of

hood, in the face and fire of battle— does 
anybody doubt where hia loyalty is, 
where his patriotism, where his courage 
is?

Mr. Henderson, Republican of Iowa,

THREE GOOD REASONS.

would be no debate on the bill, and after

Goes Further Than aa Expres- 


sion of Goo 1 Wishc?. 


WASHINGTON-, March 10,— Much con- 


jecture haa beea indulged in tauching 
the viait jjaid the White House by tha 
British Ambaaeador. Tho Waahington 
Post thia (Thurcday,1 morning caya on 
thifl point : 


"Queen Victoria haa, through Sir 


Julian Panncefote, conveyed to Presi- 
deat RIuKinley her gratification at the 
wiee and conBervative course which he 
haa thuB far puraued in relation to the 
Cuban and Spanish situation. She aleo 
expressed to him her thorough sympathy 
with the efforts pat forth by the United 
States to relieve suffering humanity in 
Cuba, with the hope that these eiideav- 
oia may be conducted to successful con- 
cloaion without war. 


•'These expressions were not tent in 


official form. They would have been 
conveyed through Mr. Hay, the United 
Stfttea Ambassador to Great Britain, but 
for the fact that he ia absent en n voy- 
age on the Nile. 


"Tbe desire of the Queen that war 


should be avoided was emphasized for 
several reasons. It was pointed out 
that the commercial relations of Great 
Britain with the United Statea were toa 
extensive to be jeopardized by a war be- 
tween this country and Spain. 


"The reply of the President expressed 


hia pleasure at the uttaranca of the 
Queen, with the additional statement 
Sbat he also hoped that war could ta 
averted, Pabllc annonncsment of the 
real purpose of the ambassador 'a1 viait 
tiaa been avoided, nnd a denial of the 
fact that it had relations to the present 
crisis baa heen made, because it was 
[oared that the friendly utterance might 
he mieconntrued. 


"There was another reason, however, 


which had its weight in the direction oi 
flecrecy. Tha attitude of Great Britain 
goes further in thie matter than a mere 
expression of good wishes. There IB a 
desire, which has yet only reached the 
stage of tentative suggestion, that an 
alliance may be formed between Great 
Britain and the United States. It haa 
been shown that the intereata of England 
are not only identical in a general sense, 
bnt are especially in the great question 
of finding in China and toe East a mar- 
ket for manufactures. 


This 
euggestion 
haa considerable 


weight with tbe administration. Great 
Britain is finding her supremacy in 
Otiina seriously threatened. If Englsad 
jropoaea to bold her own she must fight 
or it. Thia explains why she ia forbid- 
ding her flbip owners to part with the 
vaasela they are constructing, End ac- 
counts for the large increaies she is 
making tn her navy. 


"It was the suggestion that if the 


Jnited States would afford to Great 
Britain her moral support in 
CBBO of 


.rouble in the East, she would offer ns 
ler sympathy and practical aid in any 
rouble threatened with Spain, such ea 
was received in a discussion of tbe East- 
ern question in the cabinet meeting last 
Tuesday. Thu administration appreci- 
ates the value of this frlendlyattitude."

A DANCE HALL. 


A Disreputable Resort in 


Full Blast. 


Was Opened Thursday Night in 


the Chinese Quarter by 


Tom Maloney. 


Tom Maloney opened a dance hall for 
he girls of 
the tenderloin 
district 


'hnraday night. It is located opposite 
Malouey'e Laurel Palace, across the 
rack, and was running full blast last 
night with a number of women and 
men in attendance. 


Drinks were served in the place and 


all was one mad whirl ot dissipation. 
Tho orchestra from Maloney's saloon 
amiahed moaic, and waiters were on 
hand to serve liquid refreshments he- 
ween dances. Many persons dropped 
n during the evening, as the report had 
been circulated throughout the town 
•esterday that n disreputable dance hall 
bad been started in Fresno. 


Nearly every one who heard the re- 


tort expressed indignation that such a 
place should be opened for even one 
night in Fresno. The saloon keepers 
across the track do not pose as moral 
censors, but they eeem to regard the ad- 
vent of a dauce ball into the tenderloin 
district as an evil. "If one place is al- 
lowed to run we will all be compelled to 
start divea of thia character," said a 
well-known saloon keeper. Continuing, 
he said: 


"Thia part of town ia quiet now, and 


tbe respectable people can make few 
complaints. With dance halls running 
there would he a hot time in the town 
every night. 
Shooting scrapes and 


drunken rows over women would be fre- 
quent occurrences. Such places eeem 
to escite the worst passions of men and 
women, and should not be tolerated." 


Tom Maloney was interviewed by a 


reporter and he denied that ho had 
opened a dance hall. He said that the 
ulacs was being fitted up for a saloon as 
he proposed to move into it in a few 
days. 


"1 am not going to run a dance hall 


and want the people to understand that 
my enemies have started this report. 
Some of the girls wanted me to give a 
dance sol opened up the hall Thursday 
night. There will be a dance tonight 
and that will end tho nee of the building 
for such purposes. I am fixing up the 
place for a saloon as the location suits 
me better than where my buemesa is 
now conducted." 


The fact that a dance hall should be 


conducted even three days IB a matter 
that tho authorities may inquire into. 
The law against conducting auch places 
where females are served with liquor 
seems to be very plain and if Maloney is 
an offender bo should be made to suffer 
the penalty. 


The city ordinance against conducting 


disreputable drinking resorts for women 
is as follows: 


"Any proprietor, keeper, bartender, 


clerk or any other person having charge 
or control of any ealoon, barroom or 
other place where malt, vinous or spir- 
ituous liquors are sold in quantities leas 
than one quart and used ae a beverage, 
who permits any female to visit said 
place, or any ante-room or other room 
or compartment connected with the 
game, ia guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
any female who visits any such drink- 
ing saloon, barroom or other place, ia 
likewise guilty of a misdemeanor."

saved. The streams were played on the 
burning structure for some time with- 
out any noticeable effect. By the time 
the flames were enbJaed howevor, the 
building was practically worthless. 


The lodging house waa kept by Mus- 


dames E. H. Hilyard and M. L. De 
Graw. They were awa/ at the time, 
and hence are unable to account for the 
origin of the 
fire. 
They had juat 


started to go into the country and were 
about two blocks from the honae when 
they noticed the fire. They returned as 
quickly as possible, but by that time the 
fire was too hot to try to save anything. 
There were several lodgers in the houee 
at the time, bat they were also unable 
to eayo anything. 


H is supposed that the fire was caused 


by the explosion of the hall lamp, as tbe 
Maze was hottest in the front part of 
the house. 


The building belonaed to J. 9. Her- 


mann, the clothier. The proprietors of 
the lodging house carried £350 insurance 
on their furniture, having taken out the 
policy ii little over H month ago.

There 
B88U19 to be a diversity of opinion 
among the Ipjjal fraternity la regard to 
the huneuts uf the change. Many oi 
the lawyers, however, have Httlu prac- 
tice in the Justice courts and take but n 
slight interest in the matter. Several 
had not even raad the law, which, ie aa 
follows : 


Tho officers of a township are two 


Justices of tho Peace, two Constables, 
and such subordinate oilicera aa are pro- 
vided by law. In townships containing 
cities in which City Justices or Record- 
ers are elected, thero eball be but one 
Justine of the Paate, except as herein- 
after otherwise provided; and in town 
ships having a population of ls=a than 
4000, thorn shall he Imt one Justice of 
the 1'eace and one Constable. 
Tho 


Board of Supervisors of each county, as 
public convenience may require, shall 
divide their respective counties into 
townships for the purpose of electing 
Justices of tho Peace and Constables. 
Bnt the provisions of this section shall 
not effect any present incumbent of the 
oth'ca of Justice of the Peace or Uou- 
etable." 


Fresno ia located in the Third Jndieial 


township, which containa a lan-e terri- 
tory outside of the city limits. 
At 


present there ure two Justices, H, 7.. 
Austin and S. C. St. John. 
Justice 


Austin IB positive in declaring that there 
is need for only one justice in tho city, 
and Justice St. John is equally certain 
that there is enough business tor two 
Jn.sticep. 


'(Joe Justice can easily transact the 


business in this township," aaid Justice 
Austin; and Justice St. John remarked : 
"There ia enough workfor two Justices. 
1 do not regard the change with much 
favor." 


The attorneys who have given the 


matter consideration are equally diverse 
in thbir views. O-ie remarked ; 


It will be a good change. Where 


there are two Justices, each wanting to 
make feea. there is too much pulling (or 
business. Out Justicesare very fair, but 
usually where there are two judicial 
officers anxious for fees favoritism is 
shown those who throw tho Justice the 
most buaineas." 


On the other hand it ia argued that 


where there is only one Justice he be- 
comes too independent and is not as ac- 
commodating or prompt in transacting 
LIB legal duties. 


Tho City Recorder has the same pow- 


ers aa a Justice of the Peace but his 


infisfl is confined mostly to the trial 


of persons arrested by the police. 
The 


civil business and the arrests by Consta- 
bles go to the Justice courts. The Con- 
fitahluB have larger powers than the po- 
lice, being township officers, and this fa- 
cilitates the handling of civil business In 
the Justice courts. 


The cuttinp off of one Justice in this 


township will save the county several 
hundred dollars a mouth and no doubt 
the 
wheels of justice will run 


smoothly aa under the present arrange- 
ment.

When Mr. Coffman firet ca'me to Cali- 


fornia he engaged iu mining and later 
entered politics. He was elected Asses- 
sor of Mariposa county, which office he 
iield for many years; he then repre- 
sented that county in tho legislature, 
after which he retired from active poli- 
tics and devotsd hie attention to bupi- 
ness. 


In conjunction with Henry Waahburn 


and E. W. Chapman he built tho first 
wagon road into the Yoflflmitfl valley.

A bitter quarrel re 
suited. Molino continued in possession, 
but ho feared trouble with persons who 
desired to secure the land. 


The miner waa about 30 years old and 


unmarried. He lived alone in hia cabin 
and it was located soveral miles from 
my other house, For Home years Mo* 
ino has worked at good wages and hia 
[riends say that he was somewhat of a 
QQlsor. It is believed that ho kept n 
large amount of money at his cabin and 
perhaps robbery wag the motive of the 
:rime. No truce of the coin could be 
found in the rains of the house. 


Molino had not been seen for several 


days and owing to the isolation of his 
cabin the fire was noticed by no one. 
He may have been murdered and the 
house burned four or five days ago. 
This wonld give the murderer a good 
start and it is likely that the crime will 
become another West Side mystery that 
will bafile the officers for months to 
come.

the best possible results? Nothing can 
be more apparent than this. The duty 
Ie all that can reasonably be expected, 
and il ita benefits are limited to the rev- 
enue derived therefrom that is not the 
fault of the tariff, but ia due to domestic 
competition or tbe lack of good manage- 
ment on the part of those who handle 
the domestic product.

EXPERIENCE OF SANTA CRUZ 


How 
Reformers" and Politicians 
Worked That Town. 


From thcEalinasIndei. 


Oar eiater city, Santa Crnz, started 


out to own ita own water system. It 
(ailed to make reasonable terms with 
tho old company owned by Mr. ilihn. 
Ho offered hia works for $100,000, 
The 


Santa Crnz council resolved to issue 
$100,000 worth of bonda to buy a city 
system. The election carried, but the 
bonds W6io held illegal. A second elec- 
tion was held, certain parties interested 
theo urged a larger Issue ol bonds. It 
was resolved to ieeoe $300,000 worth of 
bonds. They wern issued, bat that wag 
not enough to engineer tbe deal ; $80,000 
more was asked, and in all $380,000 waa 
spent upon a system which has never 
paid one rent of interest on tbe bunds, 
nor one dollar on tb« principle of the 
bonded debt, while each householder has 
to pay his water rate the name as of old, 
running from 50 cents to $10 a month, 
and the tax rate hss increased enorru- 
ouely. 


Thefirat year, 1891, tbe Santa Cruz 


water works' nronB receipts were $ef»Cl, 
about $550 a month on an expenditure 
of $380.000, and they have averaged but 
little more since. Their groEa revenue 
from January 1, 1S90, to January 1,1894, 
has been $24,512.95; and the extensions, 
betterments nnd nperatir c expenses 
havfl been $'J4,512.50; net gain for four 
yeara baa betm $324.45. The Interest 
paid on tho bonds up to date approxi- 
mates the enormous num of $100,COO, in. 
addition to over $30,000 paid by citizens 
in five yeara for me use of water. The 
monthly revenue of tbe City Water 
Company of Santa Cruz has in Svereara 
increased only about 4250 par mouth, 
BO that Santa Onis received only about 
$800 a month from ita $380,000 invest- 
ment, and the revenue is expended in 
operating expenses, extentiom and re- 
pairs. Futherinore, tbe public water 
works have not yet been estendeJ to 
Eaat Santa Cruz. In the meantime the 
old water company continues eeVing 
water and extending Ha ayEtema.

nntil the necessity became apparent 
The reason back of this is that the eum 
that can ba profitably spent for war- 
ships cannot even be gueeeed at jus 
now. 


As the ships are to be first choice in 


the etepa for defense until their cost is 
ascertained it is not possible to divide 
the remainder of tho 
appropriation 


among the other branches of tbe mill. 
tary and naval serviced. 


AYAHjAWjE WARSHIPS. 


The secretary of the navy ia making 


every effort to secure from our naval at- 
taches and by diplomatic officers abroad 
all information obtainable respecting the 
number of ships building, their price 
and other data. This does not neces- 
sarily interfere with the execution of 
thu plans confided to Captain Browaeou, 
who sailed for Southampton today, but 
rather protniasa to assist him materially 
in making speed with hia inquires. Up 
to thia moment not only has the gov- 
eruuii'ut bought DO warship, but it has 
not «v3u secured an option on one. 


There aro many applications coming 


to tha department from persons and 
finuadediriiig to sell ebtpa to the gov- 
ernment, but in most of theee cases one 
of two fa:al obstacles 13 encountered to 
the rroniummation of tiie salea.

Association last night on "Thoughts on 
the Written Law" was the feature of thi 
meeting. The paper waa a lengthy and 
able exposition of the subject, tbe attor 
ney receiving many compliments fur hia 
effort. 
After a few introductory ra 


marke, "in modest depreciation of Mm 
aelf aud modest appreciation of every- 
body else," ae Dickens would pay, the 
speaker reached the subject proper, 
which he stated he wonld consider in A 
general nay, aa the purpose of such a 
paper was to promote thought and hence 
the different phases of it were treated 
in a broad wtty. 


The speaker gave a history of the in- 


terpretation of written law and tbe 
causes which made it necessary. One 
canae was the imperfection of language, 
but that WBB & minor one compared to 
the other c&uaei, the same causes which 
rendered law necessary—the weakness 
and ignorance of mankind. He declared 
that the maker a of lawa are not only 
ignorant, but often vicioue. 


Mr. Coldwell then spoke of tba lawa 


of Solon, Ariatutle, Lycnrgus, Zoroaster, 
Justinian and of tho"Scriptures, and 01 
the many volumes written in explaining 
and interpreting them. 


"The work of law-making,1' he said, 


"is too often the work of passion and 
ignorance, hurriedly done. The work 
of administration ia done after delibera- 
tion, etudy and care. In every age the 
[adges have been far superior in intel- 
lect, knowledge and virtue to tha law- 
makers, ft was ao in Rome when the 
supreme power of legislation was pos- 
sessed by one drunken, blood thirsty 
tyrant after another, and it is so in Cal- 
ttornia today, while W. H, Beatty site in 
one end of the capitol and P. J. Crim- 
uiins in the other. Tha legislator of 
California la ant to be not only incon- 
istent with riaht, hut inconsistent with 
,imBef;aud Judge Beatty will some- 
times, no doubt, fl^d it difficult to recon- 
cile enactments of Senator "rimmina to 
.he dictates of an enlightend and justice 
ivinp intelligence.11 
The Constitution was nest considered.

ourt. 
The attorney for Mra. Baron will not 


proceed to the trial nntil the husband 
complies with the order of the conrt, 
and hence the matter ia hanging fire. 
It is intimated, however, that when rbe 
case goes to trial tbe plaintiff's lawyer 
will introduce taatimony of a recy char- 
acter againit Baron,

The 
total precipitation before Jan. let of the 
seasons was 480.15 inches, on average ol 
7.82 inches. This season's full, before 
tbe 1st of January, ia below tbe aver- 
age, being only 4.07 inches. But this is 
no cause for alarm. A glance at the 
table nhowfl tbat there have been thir- 
teen seasons in which auiiiuicut rain 
fell to mature crops, but in which less 
than 4.10 inches of rain fell before the 
let of January of the e^aaon. 


"I ouce thought thai I had tliEcovered 


the law of storm in the state. In 1IZI I 
began to pay attention to meteorology, 
aa I was about to enuageiu horticulture.

Judge, jurors aud lawyers were kept 


buey yesterday afternoon in the Gil 
Brtden case inspecting pistola, cart- 
ridges that had been discharged, cart- 
ridges whose caps had been snapped and 
cartridges that were unused. 


Constable Kerr, who was the principal 


witness of the afternoon, testified to tbe 
fact that one of the cartridges in the pi 
tol found on Joaqnin Antone, one of the 
complaining witce?ees, had snapped, 
showing that Antoae bud used the 
weapon, but tha charge failed to go off. 
There waa a alight indentation in the 
cartridge in question,whicliitia claimed 
was made by tbe contact with it of the 
hammer of the pistjl. 


"Let me Bee that cartridge," said 


Judge Gray.

neae, "you claim there is an indentation 
In this?" 


The witness answered affirmatively. 


His honor pcrntimzed the cartridge, 
turning it in all directions. 


"Where's the indentation?" he de* 


maiided. 


The witness pointed out the place 


which he said was indented. 


"Show that to the jury," said bis 


honor, who appeared to have given up 
the idea of locating the indentation.

examined by each juror. Then an un- 
need cartridge was shown them, and 
finally one that had been shot.

asked to tell how he knew, he stated 
that be placed hia finger in the muzzle 
and then tasted tbe powder that ad- 
hered to the muzzle. He was positive 
from the taste of the powder that the 
gun had been aieil exactly six houre 
before." 


Although Kerr had been called for tho 


prosecution, he created a surprise by de- 
claring that he had fully investigated 
the case in his official capacity and be- 
lieved from all that he bad learned that 
Braden should beacqnitted. The prose- 
cution then undertook to impeach the tes- 
timony of the witness, by compelling 
him to .admit that he bad once been 
tried for &n assault with a deadly 
weapon. 


The defense then saked him tn tell ths 


jury all about that case. TUB prurecu- 
tion objected. 


"The supreme court has decided that 


forty timea," declared Attorney Hinds, 
representing the priaoner. 
" Well, show ine one such decision in 


the morning," euid the court, and an ad- 
journment was taken.

A Coroner's Jury Says it Was 


Accidenial. 


Coroner Long has returned from the 


Cantua canyon, where he held an in- 
quest on the remains of F. Molioo, who 
waa burned to death in hie cabin last 
Thursday. 


Nephews of the man discovered his 


charred remains in the debris ol tbe 
burned cabin. He was lying in his bed 
wben the fire broke out and hia firearms 
were some distance away in a corner, in- 
dicating that he had cot committed sui- 
cide. Tbe Coroner's jury brought in a 
verdict of "death from accidental burn- 
ing." 


The man's friends, however, believe 


that he was murdered. Molina had a 
number ot bitter enemies. A year or 
so ago he had trouble over cattle steal- 
ing and the Americans in that eection 
believed that he was implicated with a 
gang of thieves. The Mexicans regarded 
him as an informer so he was an object 
of general suspicion.

Col. Jones Talks About 


the Project. 


Expert James of London 


Arrives in Fresno. 


His Report to English Capital- 


ists Will Soon be Sub- 


mitted. 


from Thursday's Dai*». 


Yesterday morning Colonel A. W. 


Jones of Monterey, president of the 
proposed Monterey and Fresno railroad. 
Major P. P. Dandridge, the chief en- 
gineer of the company, and J. W. H. 
James, a railroad expert from London, 
arrived in this city on business con- 
nected with the road, and registered at 
the Hughes. 


Mr. James represents a number of 


London capitalists who have become in- 
terested in the line through the repre- 
sentations of Colonel Jones, who ban 
been interested in the project for tba 
last five years, and it is eaid that the 
moneyed men of England will be gov- 
erned entirely by the report which Mr. 
Jamea will forward, Mr. James, ac- 
companied by Major D&ndridge, has 
been over the proposed line, and ie now 
almost ready to mafeo h!a report. They 
went to Hollistor, and from there 
traveled by team to the summit of the 
Coast range. 


Colonel Jones, in conversation with a 


REPUBLICAN reporter, remarked that tbe 
road was not a new thing—that every 
man, woman and child in Fresno wae 
familiar with the project, which ia 
doabtleas true. He has had it in hand 
for five years, and made as many aa 
twenty trips across the continent on 
business connected with its promotion. 
Twelve milea of the road were graded 
three years ago, be said. 


"The whole thing in a nntshell is 


this," he said, "the roaa will be bnilt if 
the representations which I have made 
to tbo London capitalists who have be- 
come interested in the matter upon the 
strength of those representations, are 
found to be true and if the people keep 
their promises made to me in reference 
to the rights of way, terminal and depot 
facilities. Aa far SB my representation 
aa to the practicability of the project is 
concerned, its earning capacity and the 
operating expenses, I have underesti- 
mated them, eo that I think the report 
will be fully up to my conservative esti- 
mate." 


"Have yon heard any expression that 


would foreahadow the report?" waa 
asked. 


"I think Mr. James is well pleased 


with the outlook, and I have every rea- 
son to believe that the report will be 
favorable. He wag very well pleased 
with tho harbor at Monterey, which ex* 
ceeded his expectations." 


'•When will the report ba ready for 


submission to tbe people whom Mr. 
Jamea represents?" queried the re- 
porter. 


"About the middle of next month," 


was tbe answer. 


"If tho capitalists conclude to go 


ahead with tbe project, how aoon will 
work be begun?" 


"It is expected that work will be be- 


gun tbe latter part of June or about the 
first of July. There is no reason for de- 
lay RB ROOD aa it is decided to go ahead." 


"What will be the cost of the road?" 
"About $20,000 a mile." 
Colonel Jones stated that he had ob- 


tained signed contracts for rights of way 
and terminal facilitiei. He is an en- 
thusiastic believer in the feasibility of 
the project, and says it will be the short- 
est line in the valley to deep water. 
Freano, he said, would be & very im- 
portant point on the road, but would 
not necessarily be the permanent ter- 
minus, although it would be the termi- 
nus for some time, should the road be 
built. The distance by tho proposed di- 
rect line will be 145 miles, or about 75 
milaa less than the present railroad 
route. 


The railroad party expects to remain 


here about a week, and then Mr. James 
and Major Dandridge will go to Holliater 
and thence by team to Monterey.
